GREAT MANY ILLS ARE CAUSED 
BY MENTAL ATTITUDE 


WE WROTE lJast week about 
functional diseases of the heart, 
showing that the regularity, 
rapidity and force of heart 
contractions werd controlled 
primarily by a system of nerve 
{mpulses from the brain. 
he impulses are influenced 
In many ways. If we become 
frightened or are suddenly call- 
ed on to do unusual work, the 
aupra-renal glands throw out 
an increased secretion which 
Influences these brain impulses 
to make the heart beat faster 
and stronger, 
Many things secur under these 
circumstances. Digestion stops, 
and the museles of the akin and 
superficial blood vesaecls con- 
tract, The akin becomes pale, 
and the pulse shows in tha neck 
and temples. In other words, 
the ventire nervous systenr re 
aponds, When the cause for this 
passes, all conditions should re- 
turn to nornial, . 
These are the reasons that 
anxiety, fright and worry cane 
irregularity of the heart action. 
When we allow ourselves to be- 
come conscious of our heart ac- 
tion, how we breathe, and how 
our stomachs are digesting our 
food, and whens wa dwell on it, 
we cause disturbances of the 
hervous mechaniams which con- 
trol these functions and bring 
on irregularities, — 
Diseases of the heart are the 
mont frequent of all causes of 
death, We sce this statement a6 
often that many begin to worry 
about thelr heart, | 
Many people lie in their beds 
at sight and try te detect thelr 


heart heat. If they concentrate 
long enough, they will detect it, 
because they have thus caused 
the sensitive nervous system to 
become more acute. Soon they 
will be able to detect it without 
trying. 

One overactive act of nerves 
will disturb other scts, and a 
vicious circle is formed which 
causes other functional dis« 
turbances and may finally up- 
set the entire system.

FUN TO MAKE 
by HAROLD T. BODKIN 


WE HAVEN’ had a model for 
quite a while, have we? 

Well, here’s one thats a 

dandy—very ensy to construct 
from bits of scrapwood, fabric 
and cardboard, and one that 
will look mighty well on your 
mantel or radio top when you 
have completed ft. It’s a model 
covered wagon,  representa- 
tive of those used by Ameri. 
can pioneers who braved the 
dangers of wilderness trails to 
settle the West. 
_ Construction of the model 
begins with the wheels. Tho 
retr wheels are 41% inches, 
outside diameter; the front, 
84% inches. From quarter-inch 
thick plywood, cut dises of 
thesd sizes, Then complete the 
rims by sawing out the in- 
aldes of the dises to leave rings 
one-quarter inch wide. (Seo 
Picture D,) 

Next, Inthe-turn or whittle 
four hubs, with canter chan- 
nels cut around the circumfer- 
ence, 3°10-inches wide by %4- 
inch deep, The spokes slart as 
S'Li-ainch square pieces, which 
ure prlued into the hub channels 
ae shown In insert if picturo 
D, Note that tho rear wheels 
have ton spokes and the front 
wheels each cight spokes, all 
everly apaced, When tho glue 
is dry, trim the spoke ends to 
fit inside the rims, flush to ono 
side, and glue in place, Whittle 
the spokes round, beginning 
about Y-inch above the hubs; 
fill the spaces in the hubs be- 
tween spokes with putty and act 
aside. 
Mandicraft Plan 118 details 
the wheelx and all othe. parts 
of the undercarriage (seo pice 
tures A, CO nnd E) and by using 
ft you'll be certain of getting 
everything: Just right, 

The front nnd rear axle an. 
renibhies, general assembly and

With the latter parts Individ-

job is to band the axles and 
framo with artists’ drawing 
curdboard, Strips of this mate- 
rial are cut nbout !4-inch wide, 
sonked in water for a couple of 
minutes to soften them and are 
then glued in place, As the 
bands dry they will shrink nice.

THE HEARTH IS SYMBOLIC CENTER 
OF FAMILY LIFE 


SOME LIKE them hot, some 
like them cold, but everybody 
likes fireplaces of some descrip- 
tion—-whether they’re real or 
artificial. The best decorators 
approve of fake mantels for two 
good. reasons: First, they give a 
pleasant focal point around 
which ta build the room. Second, 
the hearth is a symbolic center 
of family life; so it’s right and 
proper to cherish it. Of course, 
a real fire is nicest, however, 
and lucky is the lady who has 
one, for her furnishing problem 
is half solved. 

But if the fireplace itself 
doesn’t go out of fashion, man- 


-tels have a way of getting very 


dated indeed, So the first thing 
to think about in planning to do 
over a room igs what to do about 
the mantel. Far too often we de- 
cide to “let iv go.” Yet it’s the 
certer of the scene, and if it’s 
all out of style the room hasn’t 
a chance, no matter how much 
you spend on new furniture or 
fine curtains. 

In other words, this is the 
place to begin your rejuvena- 
tions, And there is no dearth of 
ideas. I don’t know when I’ve 
seen so many really new ways of 
doing over old mantels. Some 
are too extreme, but don’t show 
your age by snubbing them. 
Daring, unusual ideas in decora- 
tion aren't practical for every- 
body, but they'll jog us out of 
the ruts in which we’re apt to 
settle. 

If your ideas are young, you 
will be tantalized by all that’s 
unexpected and exciting about 
the new mantels, even if you 
can not copy them exactly. 

The most unusual effect I’ve 
seen this winter has a small fire 
opening in a plain plastered wall 
with no mantel shelf and not 
even a molding to outline jt, A 
classic round mirror with a gold 
frame hangs ahove it... The 
news is in an amethyst-colored 
drapery that has been painted 
on the white walls ns if it were 
a looped-back length of taffeta,

are seen here, there and every- 
where. They do without mantel 
shelf, but are set. into a wall 
mural, 

If you have an artistic mem- 
ber of the family, why not give 
him a chance with your fireplace 
wall. Rip out the old mantel and 
plaster up all the wall except 
the small opening, and have a 
mural in serious or amusing 
vein. The most interesting 
mural would be one that. depicts 
early history of your community 
or an episode in the story of 
your family. 

I was very much startled at 
the mantel in the room with the 
dusky black walls. But yet I 
rather liked it when I got my 
breath. The mantel with mirror 
molding was set in a panel of 
the wall that was painted white 
-~& space about the width of 
double windows and balanced 
with a window grouping on the 
other wall, was very effective. 
The white portion of the wall 
was framed with dull green 
damask draperies and finished 
actoss the top with a cornice of 
zebra printed linen and glitter- 
ing mirror. 

To get more down to earth, 
one of the pleasantest mantels 
I've seen gains its distinction by 
an asymmetric arrangement: 
that is, by studiously not bal- 
ancing the various élements in 
the composition. Thus a fine old 
clock stood on one side instead 
of in the center as you would 
expect. The room ~\ag furnished 
in a fine honey-toned maple with 
green and copper tones predomi- 
nating in the upholstery.

Heavy brick and stone 
fireplaces are out except for 
rooms furnished in a rustic sort 
of way with maple or other pro- 
vincial styles. The best and 
cheapest way to make them 
suitable for use with mahogany 
and walnut furniture ig to plas- 
ter them up, then finish simply 
with a molding or whatever you 
may choose for the design. Or 
paint them if you can't afford 
a major operation. 

Those colonnade mantels are 


pretty hopeless too. Maybe a 
couple of hundred years from 
now they’ be in big demand 
as antiques, but they haven't 
come into their own yet. On the 
other hand, if you have an old 
marble mantel, hang on to it 
for dear life because it's right 
in fashion. I personally would

Don't neglect your fireplace 
tools either. Gleaming brass 
andirons are half the story, and 
a nice firesereen is important. 
My favorite is the metal megh 
that swishes back and forth 
like a curtain. 

Another thing that always 
makes a4. fireplace seem mure 
important is 2 brass fender, if

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THE ~“REPARATION of tra- 
ditional foods at holiday time 
is always bn important con- 
sideration for homemakers. Just 
as roast turkey and mince pie 
are always associated with 
Thanksgiving, cider and dough- 
nuts with Hallowe’en, cherry 
pie with George Washington’s 
birthday, so is Christmas associ- 
ated with delicious plum pud- 
ding or fruit cake. 

These two foods play almost 
as important a part in the tra- 
ditional celebration of Christmas 
as the Yule log, the holly 
wreath, the mistletoe and St, 
Nicholas himself. 

The original plum pudding or 
plum pottage, as it was first 
termed, was served as an ac 
companiment to the first course 
of the Christmas dinner back in 
the days of the Normans. The 
method of preparation was to 
boil beef or mutton in its own 
broth which was thickened with 
brown bread, Half-boiled raisins, 
currants, prunes, cloves, mace 
and ginger were then added. 
The mixture, when done, was 
sent to the table with the best 
meats, 

Today, the method of prepar- 
ing plum and other steamed 
puddings is much different, but 
its appearance on the Christmas 
table is considered a Christmas 
“must” with Americans just as 
it was with the Normans. 

Steaming equipment and 
molds for your Christmas pud- 
dings need not worry you, The 
roaster you use for your 
Thanksgiving turkey will serve 
very well as a steamer when 
water is placed in the bottom. 
Simply place the puddings on 
the roasting rack, cover tight- 
ly and, with a low fire to keep 
the water in the pan boiling, 
the puddings will steam very 
nicely, 

A variety of molds is avail- 
able for Christmas puddings, 
Some of these are the melon, 
ring and individual molds. They 
are attractive when decorated 
with nut meats and holly, The

Serve it, 
if you wish, with pineapple hard 
sauce, It’s your own favorite 
hard sauce with drained, crush- 
ed pineapple folded in—ever so 
carefully, lest it curdle the 
mixture, though that’s not con- 
sidered objectionable at all. 
The following recipe for 
Christmas pudding that will 
keep for as long as_ three 
months is very economical, since 
it calls for a°minimun of in- 
gredients, Sherry wine is recom- 
mended in the recipe as it im- 
parts a particularly fine flavor, 
It also increases the storing 
qualities of the puddings. Wine 
butter sauces are delicious to 
serve with these puddings, and 
some people Kke to wrap the 
puddings in  wine-dampened 
cloths for aging. 


CHRISTMAS PLUA: PUDDING 

Ingredients: 1 pound flour; 1 
pound suet, chopped fine; 1 
pound apples, chopped fine; 1 
pound potatoes, grated; 1 pound 
carrots, grated; 1 pound sugar; 
1 pound seeded ynisins; 1 pound 
currants; 1 pound citron, chop- 
ped fine; 1 teaspoon nutmeg; 
44 cup sherry wine, 

Mix and = stir, ingredients 
thoroughly, put in buttered 
molds, tie cloth over the top, 
steam 4 hours, The pudding will 
keep for three months and will 
be richer and better after the 
sccond heating. Serve with hard 
sauce o¥ buttered brandy sauce. 
This recipe will make nine 
pounds of plum pudding. 
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mustn’t expect miracles from a 
skin tonic. These prep: rations 
are usually very mild, having a 
slight alcoholic content, some 
perfume, flower water perhaps 
or distilled water.
